My information comes Cerp. 
M. P. Purvis of the British army, 
who was captured at Craonne, May 
27, and who, escaping, entered the 
American lines near Fismes yester- 
day. The prison camp from which 
he fied was at Ramcourt, thirty-five 
kilometers northwest of Fismes and 
near the main railroad ‘which ran 
frem the German Soissons-Rheims 
salient. The work he did in camp 
took Purvis onto this rafiroad. He 
baw American wounded men on 
flat cars. They told Purvis they had 
been weunded seven days hefore.

The Germans are very short of 
medica] supplies. and all are used 
for their own soldiers, said Purvis. 
There were no anaesthetics for 
wounded prisoners. Almost no cloth 
bandages, but paper ones were used 

even for their own wounded. 
American prisoners not wounded are 
also treated terribly, as are the Eng- 
lish. Around the prison camp had 
been posted a number of signs, 
which read, “Gott strafe England.” 
After the Americans helped drive 
back the Germans from the Marne, 
some cf these signs were changed 
to “Gott strafe Amerika.”

Purvis was a bank clerk before 
the war and an intelligent man. 1 


believe utmost reliance can be 
Placed in his story. All he said was 
corroborated by a private, Isaac 
White of the British army, who es- 
caped with Purvis. 

Purvis also revealed that, while 
the Germans captured by the Rus- 
lane are fighting for Germany in 

usa, Russians captured by the 
Germans ere kept in priscn camps 
and used as laborers in the German 
army. 

Purvis said an elaborate railroad 
system has been bullt by the Boche. 
The Soissons-Rheims salient was 
constructed by 2000 Russians and by 
a number of English prisoners of 
war. He said the English were also 
used to harvest wheat back of the 
German lines. 

T asked Purvis to tell me exactly 
what the Germans fed him. He said 
that at 4 o’cicck in the morning, 
when ther started to work they 
were given one pint of coffee made 
from hawthorn berries, at 2 o’cicck 
they were given one pint of soup 
made from dried vegetables, and at 
6 o’cieck “coffee” again. Each day 
they were given three-quarters of 4 
pound of black bread, which 
emelled Uke swill and felt like rub-

“The Boche is in a terrible pre- 
dicament,” he said. They use sub- 
stitutes for all foods and for every- 
thing except three things—men, 
guns and ammunition. Thank God 
they can't get substitutes for those.” 

Purvis said that the morale of 
mest of the German troops was de- 
teriorating. He said the success of 
the Americans worried them. 

Purvis and his pal had an exciting 
time escaping from the prison camp. 
On August 7, when they started out 
to work, it was not yet light. He 
and White slipped into the bushes 
and hid m a dugout all day. That 
night they walked toward the south. 
They kept this up until yesterday 
morning, when they got in frent of 
the American lines. They were 
dressed in dirty German prison garb 
and looked in the early-morning 
light like Boche infantrymen. 

An American doughboy rushed at 


Purvis with his bayonet. Purvis 
grasped the ritle and got it away 
from the American, who leaped 


upon him with his fists. 
RECOGNIZE PROFANITY. 
The American soldier and Purvis 
agreed to have it out. With White 
looking on, they rolled about in the 
mud, until their profanity caused 
each to reccenize that the other was 
not a Boche, for Purvis thought that, 
after seven days’ flight, they had run 
into a German patrol, while the 
doughboy thought he was trying to 
repel a German attack. When they 
got wise to one another. the Amer- 
lean conducted the two men back 
to his mess and fed them. When I

‘AMSTERDAM, Aus. 14.-—There 
cannot be the slightest doubt that 
the depressed feeling at home in 
Germany has had serious results in 

the army. 

However exaggerated the home 
reports may be which zre current 
here, I have the best grounds for 
believing that serious disturbances 
among the troops, retreating from 
the Marne, had to be deait with. 

Dealt with they were in the stern- 
est possible fashion and it was those 
disorders (mutinies is not too strong 
a word) which caused the German 
command to adopt a fairly frank at- 
titude regarding the failure of the 
defensive in the Somme region. 

To improve the shaken morale of 
the troops, (Bavarians chiefly are 
in question) opinion at home has to 
be altered and that is the way the 
German authorities are setting about 
the task. 

Karl Rosner, correspondent of the 
Lokal Anzeiger, admits that the En- 
tente success appears to have been 
even greater than the Entente com- 
mand expected. 

The tanks appear to have greatly 
surprised the Germans. 

The Vossische Zeitung describes 
how they were brought up quite 
close to the German positions with- 
out their presenec being revealed. 
The fog concealed them from sight 
while the noise of artillery at. work 
prevented even the keenest ear from 
hearing the approach of the Entente 
war chariots. 

Without a warning on came the 
tanks against the German positions. 
The fog and the short distance they 
had to go in order to get in among 
the Germans, the writer says. 
brought it about. The only really 
effective defense against them, when 
in large numbers, the field artillery, 
was practicaliy out of action. 

In the fighting on Saturday the 
Germans lost one of their best air- 
men, Lieut. Loewenhardt, who is 
said to have brought down fifty- 
three opponents.

George Brown, colore dpolitician 
and former proprietor of the Watts 
Country Club, was arrested early this 
morning by Officers Longuevan and 
Sweetnam of the police Purity 
Squad on a charge of violating the 
liquor ordinance.

The police fur- 
ther allege that Brown also removed 
the beer labels from the bottles, re- | 
placing them with labels advertising 
“near-beer.” 

The beer keg seized by the police 
was on tap and the police say that 
the nontaxable label, placed on kegs 
containing “near-beer,” had been 
tacked on the keg. 

Brown was released on $1000 
bonds, which he himself furnished, 
the bonds being approved by Police 
Judge White.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Back of 
filing of protests against the present 
Increased freight rates by the States 
of Oregon, Washington and Idaho 
is the recent promise of Director- 
General of Railroads McAdoo that 
he will revise freight rates scien- 
tifically.

AMERICAN HEAD QUARTERS

—Visiting an old chateau back of 
the lines, I saw a squad of Amer- 
ican soldiers standing in line under 
beautiful elms. The King of England, 
dressed in the uniform of a field 
marshal, and accompanied by a staff 
in picturesque dress, was going from 
man to man pinning upon their 
breasts medals in recognition of their 
share in the recent glorious victo- 
ries over the Germans. Others iying 
wounded in hospitals were similarly 
honored today at the King’s order. 

Afterwards, in a quaint road in 
the corner of the chateau, King 
Gecrge met Gens. Pershing and 
Bliss and privately conferred upon 
them the Order of the Bath and St. 


The room was occupied by an 
aged woman, who had three broth- 
ers, all generals in the French army, 
and a fourth brother, a colonel. But 
this type of Sparton womanhood 
laughingly withdrew while the King 
and the generals repfesenting her 
nation’s allies presented the cere- 
mony which was to cement further 
the threefold alliance.

LONDON, Aug. 14.-—In an inter- 
view with Lord Milner today he ex- 
pressed favorable views on the war 
position, but called attention to some 
of the problems now confronting 
the Allies. 

“I feel] that Great Britain may be 
overdoing military effort, having re- 
gard to all our other efforts,” said 
the Minister for War. 


“The last comb-out hit us and the 
Allies very hard in some ways, by di- 
minishing our industrial production 
for the purposes of the war. I need 
not say anything to you about the 
coal situation, which, as you know, 
ia very serious for us and the Allies, 
Italy particularly being entirely de- 
pendent on Great Britain for coal, 
and France largely dependent, while 
of course our own enormous output 
of war material depends upon coal, 
are other cases in which the latest 
cémb-out checked the production for 
war purposes, 

“For instance, tanks. I am at the 
present time compelled most re- 
luctantly to brigg back some hun- 
dreds of men, recently recruited, in 
order to keep up the production of 
tanks, which began to fall off owing 
to the loss of these men's ces. 

NEED OF MAN POWER. 

“What is evident, is that the de- 
mand on Brit man power for 
War purposes-——that is, for the main- 
tenance of the navy and mercantile 
marine, for coal production for the 
output of every kind of engine of 
war, especially airplanes and tanks 
und guns required by the United 
States and other allles, as well as 
ourselves, and for many other re- 
quirements in the way of equipment 
— so great that Great Britain's 
eontribution to the ranks of the Al- 
led land forces is bound to suffer 
a certain dimunition. 

“What I want to emphasize its 
that Great Britain's total war effort 
is not going in any way to diminish. 
In fact, it is constantly increasing. 
I am very much afraid it may be 
thought that we are inclined to re- 
lex our effort because we now rely 
‘lon the help of America. That is 
entirely unfounded. 

“Tt We idle to ignore that Great 
Britain and France, too, for that 
matter, who have lost literally mi- 
lions of their physically fit young 
men, are not in so good a position 
‘or supplying soldiers as America, 
with her almost untouched millions 
of young men. whose magnificent 
‘fighting qualities—which I for one 
never d@oubted—have now 
shown to the world In most unmis- 
takable fashion. 

FEARS MISINTERPRETATION. 
may be misinter-

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—William 
English Walling, secretary of the 
Demecratic League, made 
public tonight the text of the or- 
ganization’s instructicns to its mis- 
sion now visiting the Allied, coun- 
tries. This was done, Mr. Walling 
explained, because the league had re- 
ceived information that certain state- 
ments of members of the mission 
had been used by “pacifist fanatics” 
in Europe to give the impression 
the American people were net de- 
hind the President. 

The following were their instruc- 
tions in respect to the proposed in- 
ternational Socialist conference: 

“(1.) All delegates admitted to 
the conference must accept as the 
minimum peace terms of democracy 
the fcurteen principles formulated 
by President Wilson on January 8 
and the similar peace terms adopted 
by the Entente Socialists and the 
British Labor party at London Feb- 
ruary 20. 

“(2.) All delegates must recog- 
nize this war as being a war be- 
tween autocracy and democracy, and 
must be doing all in their power to 
bring about the triumph ct democ- 


racy. 

“(8.) All from auto- 
cratic countries must be using their 
full power for the immediate over- 
throw of their autocratic govern- 


ments.”

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STATEMENTS BY WAR OFFICES. 
[SY ATLANTIC CABIA AND A P.} 

PARIS, Aug. 14.—The tent of the 
official communication tonight reads: 

“During the day our troops, con- 
tinving their progress between hte 
Matz and the Oise, took Ribecourt. 

“East of Belval our infantry ele- 
ments, having discovered prepara- 
tions for a German counter-attack, 
succeeded in taking as prisoners sev- 
en officers, of whom two were bat- 
talion commanders, and a certain 
number of soldiers. 

“In the region of Roye and Las- 
signy the artillery fire has been very 
spirited.” 

Only the artillery was active dur- 
ing the night on certain sectors be- 
tween the Avre and the Oise, says 
the War Office earlier statement 
today. 

Along the Vesle, where the French 
and American troops are stationed, 
the Germans made vain raids. The 
French took prisoners in a raid in 
Champagne. 

The statement reads: 

“Between the Avre and the Oe 
there was activity by our own and 
the enemy artillery, notably in the 
sectors of Roye-sur-Matz and 
Conchy-les- Pots. 

“On the front of the Vesle Ger- 
man raids were without results. 

“Prisoners were taken by the 
French during an incursion into the 
German lines in the region of Mes- 
nil-les-Hurlus.

BRITISH.

LONDON, Aug 14.—British troops 
have gained further ground at the 
apex of the Lys salient in Flanders, 
says the official statement from Field 
Marsha! Haig today. East of Meteren 
the line was advanced slightly, while 
east of Vieux-Burnquin. south of 
Meteren, patrols established a new 
line, 

The statement reads: 

“The hestile artillery was active 
during the night on the battle front. 
There was no infantry action. 

“At mid-dey yesterday local hos- 
tile attacks in the Dickebusch sec- 
tor were repuised. During the night 
the enemy artillery has shown con- 
siderable activity in this neighbor- 
hood and also against our positicns 
nerthwest of Kemmel. 

“We secured prisoners last night 
in a successful raid near Ayette. 

“In the Vieux-Berquin sector our 
patrols succeeded in establishing a 
line east of the village. A number 
of prisoners and machine guns were 
captured. 

“Our line has been advanced 
slightly east of Meteren.” 

The text cf the official aviation 
statement tonight follows: 

“The fine weather of August )2 
again enabled us to carry out & 
large amount of aerial work. The 
continual bombing of the Somme 
bridges, coupled with that of ra- 
way lines and junctions which has 
taken place night and day since the 
beginning of the offensive has inter- 
fered with the arrival of the en- 
ems reinforcements. It also has 
forced the enemy to employ large 
formations of air scouts in an en- 
deavor to protect communications of 
much vital importance to his other 
arms, but concentrations of our air 
machines have effectively dealt with 
all opposition. Fifty-eight tons of 
bombs have been dropped during 
the last twenty-four hours on the 
eforegoing objectives, twenty-one tons 
by day and thirty-seven tons dy 
night. 

“A raid also was carried out on a 
hostile airdrome, from a log height. 
by Britieh and American air squad- 
rons. The raid resulted in six en- 
emy machines on the ground be- 
ing destroyed and the hangars were 
set on fire, 

“In air fighting, twenty-one en- 
emy machines were brought down 
and ten driven down out of control. 
Six of our machines are missing.” 

Haig’s communication issued to- 
night, says: 

“Local fighting has taken place 
today on the battle front in the 
neighborhood of Parvillers. Our 
troops have been progressing and 
have taken several prisoners.

This ordinance was once turned 
Gown by the Council, but it went 
through yesterday after the former 
action had been rescinded. The 
Counciimen who voted against its 
final passage declared they did so 
Decause of the vehicle tax clause 
embodied in the law. This ie ap- 
plicable to horse-drawn or motor- 
driven vehicles as follows: 

Nor one-ton capacity, $6 a year: 
two-ton capacity, $12 a year; three 
tons, $18; four tons, $24; five tons, 
$40; six tons, $60, and $80 tax on 
each vehicle over six-ton capacity. 

The ordinance has no emergency 
clause in it and is therefore: sub- 
Sect to the referendum if the people 
Care to invoke it.

Richard Riley, 17 years old, was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in 
San Quentin by Judge Willis, yes- 


terday, after a motion for a new | 


trial and a motion for probation had 


been denied him. An oral notice of 
appeal was made in behalf of the 
defendant. 

Riley was cenvicted last week on 
four charges of highway robbery 
and acquitted of a charge of mur- 
der in connection with the slaying 
of Philip H. Metz, a Crown Hill gro- 
cer, last January.

And we believe the time is near at hand 
when the American people will recognize 
the wisdom of placing all undertakings for 
the welfare and aid of our soldiers and 
sailors in the hands of the government 
itself—all, without exception. Then we 
would have the best efficiency and the least 
waste. The government should provide its 
soldiers and sailors with nurses and chap- 
lains as well as with guns and bullets. Why 
should the government send its men into 
battle to be wounded without insuring them 
every needed attention after they have been 
wounded? Should the government look 
after the physical sanitation of its men and 
ignore their social sanitation? The gov- 
ernment has taken over the contro! of the 
railroads and telegraphs to prevent con- 
gestion and waste and to conserve the dol- 
lar power of the nation. For the same rea- 
sons the government should take over all 
the war activities. It does not seem quite 
logical to unify the transportation serv- 
ices as a war Measure while the war activi- 
ties themselves are not unified. 


CH TO ANSWER FOR. 

Left to himself, the German might be 
a home-loving, peaceful and law-abiding eit! 
zen; but, being yoked to a system, the ex- 
gencies of war are converting him into a 
degenerate. Aside from obeisance to Kal- 
serism, he is accustoming himself to the 
thought that there is no law save that of 
self-interest, self-gratification. One takes 
what he desires—if he can. The rights or 
necessities of others, the common decen- 
cles of society have become as nothing to 
him. Even before the war, however, and 
because of the selfish Influences of autoc- 
racy, it was declared by a distinguished 
writer that a bath in steel would be neces- 
sary to recuperate the morals of the Ger- 
man people. 

Germany is having its steel bath now; 
but, instead of being purified by trial and 
tribulation, the people are becoming de- 
based, God-forgetting and law-defying. The 
Berlin Vorwaerts concedes this much in a 
recent analysis of men and events beneath 
the Hohenzollern dynasty. The paper says: 
“Since August, 1914, that bath of steel has 
wrought upon us and brought a moral con- 
dition of which criminal statistics give con- 
vincing reports. These tell us of a steady 
increase in crimes of brutality and against 
women and property. A glance at any pa- 
per confirms the horrible increase of rob- 
beries and burglaries in all districts. Sys- 
tematically organized bands prey constant- 
ly upon the lives and property of others 
and hesitate at no crime. Even the honesty 
and honor of the ‘respectable’ citizen has 
broken under the test of the steel bath. 
At present there are probably few German 
subjects left who have not, in some More or 
less serious form, violated existing govern- 
ment decrees and laws and made them- 
selves liable to punishment.” 

The Vorwaerts then cites some of the 
offenses against the regulations concerning 
the use and hoarding of foods and other 
common offenses in which money, virtue 
and place are freely bartered. Recent libel 
suits show that there is smal) decency or 
honor left in what was once presumed to 
be “refined” circles. The paper concludes: 
“The steel bath exerts its influence over 
everyone and splashes over the fustian of 
the proletariat as well as the purple of the 
nobility.” 


These unpleasant revelations concern 


chiefly the stay-at-homes and do not take 
into account the nameless and frightful 
crimes of the Prussians afield, the mere 
recital of which seems to set the clock of 
civilization back to the dark ages. Prus- 
sian militarism has not only brought death 
and ruin, but wrecked the morals of the 
people from whom it claimed allegiance. 


NG HUMANITY! 

At the trial in Chicago of 100 leaders 
of the IL W. W., William D. Haywood, secre- 
tary and treasurer of that unsavory’ organ- 
ization, declared that “sabotage is the big- 
gest, strangest and most wholesome weapon 
of the working class. We believe in using 
sabotage to protect humanity,” he said. “In 
fact, it must be used if the capitalis 
class is to be put out of business.” d 
that is the creature the reds choose as a 
chief, to whose will they bow and whose 
instructions they follow. To serve patrons 
with double portions of food or to mix sick- 
ening powders with flour, pastries and 
meats, to scatter stink bombs in theaters 
and other public buildings, to wreck facto- 
ries, to dynamite bridges, to destroy ma- 
chinery—these are the methods advocated 
by Wilhelm Haywood as a means of “pro- 
tecting humanity” and “putting the capital- 
istic class out of business!” It is as ridicu- 
lous to talk about destroying capital and its 
effectiveness as it would be to advocate the 
abolition of labor. Capital and labor have al- 
ways been and will always be mutually de 
pendent upon each other, and no progress 
has ever been achieved wherein the two 
did not work in harmony. When labor or- 
ganizations shall learn to choose leaders 
with constructive ideals the opportunities 
of the laborer to better his condition will 
advance automatically; but so long as a la- 
bor organization attempts to gain a single 
point of vantage through destructive meth- 
ods, just so long will it be necessary for 
capital and honest, independent labor to 
fight for the preservation of property and 
principle.

LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


The local produce market 
very active yesterday throughout the 
early part of the session, but showed 
a slight tendency to weaken during 
the afternoon, owing to late arriv- 
als of all varieties of smal! fruits 
and vegetables, which were of fairly 
good quality and met with an un- 
usually good demand. 

California peaches have been very 


active since the close of the Georgia 
shipping season and are furnishing 
more than two-thirds of the stock 


strengthened for fancy stock and 
Albertas brought as high as $2.25 per 
lig box. A few boxes which were 
of ordinary quality moved at «a 
much lower level. It is officially 
estimated that the total peach crop 
| for the country will be 40,900,000 
bushels, as against 45,100,000 bush- 


bushels. 

Potatoes opened strong and there 
was a good demand for first-class 
stock, the early trade paying as 
high as $3 per hundredweight. A 
large majority of the stock was 
geabby, poorly graded and of inte- 
rior quality and moved very slowly 
at $2.65 to $2.75, while sweet pota- 
toes moved readily at from 6 to 7 
cents per pound.
